In response to the Official Action (Restriction Requirement) dated February 8, 2002, 
Applicant elects with traverse Group II: Claims 1,7-12 and 14-20 for continued prosecution 
herein. 

Applicant acknowledges Examiner's statements that claims 1 and 10 include subject 
matter that is common to both Group I and Group II, and that rejoinder of claims 1-9 "will be 
considered" if claim 1 is found to be allowable. In light of the statements made by the Examiner, 
an Election of Species Requirement, not a Restriction Requirement, appears to be appropriate. 

Applicant asserts that claims 1 and 10 are generic claims linking the inventions of Groups 
I and IL As such, the Examiner should have issued an Election of Species Requirement under 35 
U.S.C. 121, wherein applicant is required, to elect a single disclosed species for prosecution to 
which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. 


Accordingly, all claims of the application should be considered and the species of Group I must 
be considered and allowed if generic claims 1 and 10 are found to be allowable.
